REORGANIZATION

On  June  14,  1982  Information  Systems 
Division  and  Computer  Services  were 
combined  into  one  division  called  Com- 
puter Services  (CSD).  A  memo  describ- 
ing the  details  of  the  reorganization 
was  sent  out  to  all  computer  users  on 
June  18.  If  you  didn't  get  it  or  would 
like  another  copy,  just  contact  the 
user  services  desk  and  we  will  promptly 
send  you  a  copy. 

Some  users  have  mentioned  that  this 
reorganization  puts  us  right  back  where 
we  were  before  1977,  when  ISD  was 
formed  as  a  separate  development  organ- 
ization. There  are  some  important  dif- 
ferences  that  should  be  considered 


before  making  that  kind  of  generaliza- 
tion. 

-  Development  (i.e.,  system  design, 
programming,  maintenance,  etc.) 
will  continue  to  be  a  separate  cost 
center.  The  Systems  Development 
Bureau  will  recover  its  costs  by 
billing  for  services  performed. 
Income  and  expense  information  will 
be  made  available  to  users  and 
auditors  alike. 

Today  we  recognize  distributive 
processing  and  decentral  develop- 
ment as  viable  alternatives  to  cen- 
tralization. 


-  Our  organization  has  become  much 
more  than  a  provider  of  computer 
processing  and  application  develop- 
ment. Today  we  are  involved  in  a 
partnership  with  our  users  to  pro- 
vide database  services,  data 
communication  facilities  and  prob- 
lem resolution,  distributive 
systems  support,  specifications  for 
equipment  acquisition  and  office 
automation  services.  We  are  estab- 
lishing new  functions  to  assist 
users  with  planning,  training  and 
rapid  on-line  application  develop- 
ment. 

Today's  complex  technical  envi- 
ronment demands   a  high  degree  of 


specialization.  By  combining  oper- 
ations, development  and  support 
into  one  division,  the  new  CSD  can 
optimize  the  use  of  specialists 
across  previous  organizational 
boundaries . 

It  is  our  hope  that  CSD  can  work  with 
user  dp-organizations  and  provide  maxi- 
mum benefits  to  state  government 
through  the  effective  application  of 
computer  technology  to  the  state's 
business  needs.

Items  1  and  2  above  are  the  familiar 
database  management  system  we've  had 
for  over  5  years.  Item  3  is  the  Inte- 
grated Data  Dictionary,  4  is  the  Online 
Query  retrieval  system.  Item  5  is  the 
CULPRIT  report  writer  and  6  and  7  are 
software  additions  which  greatly  speed 
the  development  of  online  (CICS-like) 
applications. 


The  intent  is  to  convert  from  our  cur- 
rent releases  to  the  new  releases  above 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1983.  We  plan 
to  operationally  terminate  the  current 
releases  (delete  the  load  libraries) 
during  the  second  or  third  quarter  of 
1983.  Conversion  of  existing  database 
software  by  users  is  somewhat  automatic 
as  only  a  release  node  change  in  the 
JCL  is  required.  CULPRIT  programs  will 
require  a  minor  revision  in  the  PROFILE 
statement. 

Movement  to  the  newer  releases  is 
required  for  use  of  new  productivity 
features  and  enhanced  operational  sup- 
port. Individual  database  users  will 
be  contacted  as  we  convert  test  and 
production  databases  to  the  new 
Cullinane  software.

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ACF2  IMPLEMENTATION 

The  Computer  Services  Division  is  cur- 
rently in  the  process  of  installing  the 
Access  Control  Facility  (ACF2) .  This 
security  software  product  is  an  exten- 
sion of  our  OS-MVS  operating  system 
that  provides  the  ability  to  control 
access  to  the  computer  system  and  the 
data  residing  on  the  system.  ACF2  is 
marketed  by  the  Cambridge  System  Group, 
Inc. 

Each  state  agency  is  responsible  for 
its  own  data  and  must  control  its 
access,  collection  and  destruction. 
ACF2  will  provide  the  means  for  secur- 
ing the  data  and  each  user  will  be 
responsible  for  dictating  the  level  of 
security  required  of  each  data  set  and 
who,  how  and  when  the  data  is  used. 

It  is  our  intent  to  make  the  ACF2 
installation  as  transparent  to  the  user 
as  possible  (meaning  that  the  user  will 
notice  little  difference).  However, 
going  from  an  environment  where  there 
is  little  or  no  data  access  control  to 
one  with  significant  control  cannot  be 
completely  transparent.  Proper  plan- 
ning, cooperation,  education  and  phased 
implementation  will  alleviate  most 
problems  and  create  a  positive,  pro- 
gressive attitude  among  users.   ACF2 


can  be  a  valuable  aid  in  enforcing 
existing  data  access  rules  that  were, 
until  now,  almost  impossible  to 
enforce . 

ACF2  determines  whether  or  not  a  user 
should  access  a  given  data  set  by  using 
access  rules  written  by  the  data  owner 
or  security  officer.  These  access 
rules  are  then  compiled,  much  like  a 
program,  into  object  rules  that  are 
interpreted  when  access  is  attempted. 

Initially,  the  ACF2  system  will  be  in  a 
logging  mode  where  access  violations 
are  written  to  the  system  log  and 
should  be  transparent  to  the  user. 
ACF2  provides  a  transition  capability 
which  allows  for  making  a  change  from 
log  mode  to  an  environment  where  users 
are  warned  of  violations  and  finally  to 
abort  mode  where  violations  cause  the 
system  to  cancel  the  access  request. 

Over  the  next  several  weeks  both  CSD 
and  our  user  community  will  be  getting 
involved  in  the  ACF2  security  software. 
User  documentation  is  being  developed 
and  training  classes  will  be  scheduled 
to  insure  that  data  security  can  be 
properly  administered.

Although  track  capac- 
ity of  3380's   is  A7,A76  bytes  per 


track,  IBM  software  will  not  allow 
block  sizes  in  excess  of  32,768  bytes. 
The  next  issue  of  our  newsletter  will 
contain  information  on  choosing  appro- 
priate block  sizes  for  3380 's  and  other 
DASD.  The  instantaneous  data  transfer 
rate  of  3380 's  is  approximately  3 
million  bytes  per  second.

New  Data  Entry  Policy 


As  of  February  1,  1983,  the  Data  Entry 
Unit  will  no  longer  produce  punched 
cards  as  a  method  of  data  entry.  The 
few  jobs  which  are  currently  being 
keyed  on  punched  cards  will  be  format- 


ted so  that  they  may  be  keyed  by  means 
of  the  3760/3790  data  entry  system. 
This  is  a  more  effective  and  up  to  date 
manner  to  key  this  data. 

To  those  users  who  currently  have  jobs 
keyed  on  punched  cards,  this  will  mean 
making  a  JCL  change  to  the  job  to 
accept  a  batch  transfer  data  set  as 
input. 

Some  users  have  requested  that  their 
jobs  be  keyed  on  punched  cards  because 
they  are  easier  to  modify.  Now  that 
nearly  all  users  have  access  to  an 
on-line  terminal,  you  will  find  that 
the  batch  transfer  data  sets  are  also 
easily  modified  via  the  SPF  function  of 
TSO.  For  those  users  who  absolutely 
must  have  punched  cards,  the  batch 
transfer  data  sets  are  easily  copied  to 
punched  cards  by  running  a  disk  to  card 
utility.

Did  you  know  you  can  have  the  6670  automatically  assigned  to  your  operator  num- 
ber at  sign  on?   Or,  load  up  coded  keys  when  you  sign  on? 

Create  a  document  as  follows: 

""Signonexec""  CR 
exec;cmddoc:opnum  CR 

'cmddoc'  is  the  name  of  the  document  containing  the  statements  to  be  executed 
and  'opnum'  is  the  operator  number  where  the  document  is  stored. 

Store  that  document  in  permanent  storage  as: 

''"•'•'profile"* 

Create  another  document  containing  the  statements  to  be  executed  as  follows: 

!ec;printer ;a;s667 ;A  CR 
!ec;act ;a;xai;aain; ! ex  CR 
!ec;act ;x;xao;aaout ; ! ex  CR 

The  statement  ' ! ec;printer ;a;s667 ;A'  will  cause  the  6670  to  be  automatically 
assigned  to  your  operator  number  at  sign  on  for  setup  A.  (Be  careful  --  if  you 
want  a  setup  other  than  A,  you  will  have  to  change  your  assignment).  If  you 
rarely  use  setup  A,  but  almost  always  use  another  setup,  put  it  in  the  statement 
in  place  of  the  A. 

The  other  two  statements  load  up  the  coded  position  of  the  keys  'a'  and  'x'  with 
commands  to  bring  in,  or  send  out  documents  to  DLF.  (You  can  assign  your  coded 
keys  with  just  about  anything.) 

Examples:   !lst;.!x,  !los,  !loe,  ! Ida 
or  a  memo  format  for  letters,  etc. 

All  you  would  need  to  do  is  type  a  coded  'a'  on  command  line  followed  by  a  docu- 
ment name  and  the  ATMS  document  would  be  sent  from  ATMS  to  DLF. 

To  define  an  assignable  character,  the  character  to  be  assigned  must  be  entered 
in  its  unshifted  form.

DON'T  BLOCK  JES2  SYSOUT  DATA  SETS 


VTAM  PRINTER  SUPPORT 


Data  sets  allocated  to  JES2  (e.g. 
SYSOUT=A  data  sets)  should  NOT  be 
blocked.  Tests  have  shown  that  block- 
ing JES2  SYSOUT  data  sets  provides  no 
savings  in  the  elapsed  time  or  CPU  time 
used  by  a  program.  We  bill  SYSOUT  data 
sets  by  number  of  lines  produced  -  not 
EXCP  count  -  so  blocking  does  not  save 
you  anything  here  either.  Blocking 
these  data  sets  only  consumes  addi- 
tional virtual  storage  for  which  you 
are  billed. 


We  have  installed  and  are  currently 
testing  a  software  package  that  will 
allow  remote  users  with  VTAM  printers 
(e.g.  3288,  3262)  to  receive  RJE-type 
output.  Users  can  either  include  a 
/■■••ROUTE  card  or  code  DEST=  in  the  JCL 
of  their  batch  job.  The  output  can  be 
routed  to  any  VTAM-defined  printer. 

A  user  can  control  his  printer  by 
entering  commands  through  a  TSO 
session.   Commands  are  available  to:

this   applies  only  to  data 


sets  for  which  you  have  coded  the 
SYSOUT  parameter.  If  you  override  such 
a  DD  statement  in  order  to  send  your 
output  to  tape  or  disk,  be  certain  to 
block  the  data.  Significant  savings  in 
CPU  time,  elapsed  time,  EXCP  counts, 
and  amount  of  DISK  and  TAPE  space  used 
will  be  realized  by  blocking  non-JES2 
QSAM  files.
